Control to spray over and throughout the town 
limits.

Once on the website, select “Spray Information” 
and then “Spray Zone Notification System.”  You 
can sign up to be notified when spray activities 
are scheduled in our area.  The town limits of        
Wyoming are within Zones 91 and 92.  If there    
are times that you feel a mosquito spray is 
needed in our area, simply call the hotline           
at 1-800-338-8181.
